Insulated Weld Tooling Permits Uniform, High-Quality Weld 



The problem: Because of intermittent or discontin- 
uous contact with the workpieces, metal tooling can 
cause hot and cold spots in the weld. This results in an 
irregular weld both as to bead ,and penetration and 
creates a weld of varying strength. 

The solution: Coating the tooling holding faces 
with a layer of ceramic material. 

How it's done: This technique involves spraying 
the backup bars and clamping tools with a commer- 
cially available ceramic material to prevent heat trans- 
fer. A uniform coating is applied to all surfaces con- 
tacting the parts to be welded. 

Notes: 

1. Tests showed weld strengths using insulated weld 
tooling versus weld strengths using conventional 
weld tooling to be at a ratio of 3 to 2.
